Most of the critic n originally ware baffled by tills statement, for there never 
was any evidence to the effect that tne presidential limousine bad been fired upon from 
the left a A no. IVhat these obeorvaro overlooked was tne eimplo fact; tixut a powerful ballot, 
fired at close range from tha urea of the grac&y knoll, would traverse Kennedy’ s head 
from right to left and emerge .in the region of tha loft temple, causing by its exit tha 
gunshot wound Or. McClelland bad obsorved and immediately recorded.

Wo cannot^t/Pi? t injuries were present in the left cerebral heraiaphsr# if no 
examination was mada. ho competent foranaie pathologist would Bromine) only half a brain, 
particularly in a cans where it had bean injured by one or more bullets," 



After - tloia long, but necessary digression, back now to tho text of ths "Panel 
Review." As w« have seen, tho panelists, in a wsasol-worded paragraph, concedsd "minor 
Joeo of cortex" on the "inferior surface of the first. left temporal convolution." Thoy 
played down this important point because, after all, they were doing a job for tha Go- 
vernment which was moat anxious to conceal ths fact that tne President had been struck 
in ths head by a bullet - or bullets - fi rad from the grassy knoll area and which 
carried brain tissue, along with a piece of tha skull, into too gras* on tha left aids 
of Elm street, spattering Officer Hargis with blood in the process. fruit's why they 
ever eo cautiously noted too fact, long since established by Dr. McClelland, tnat there 
wore, injuries in tho left csrjbrnl hemisphere and 1st it go at tliat without further 
exploring thin crucial matter, Ths "Panel Review" then continues: 

"Ths sylvian fissure on tho right side has been opened revets ling a rollad-up 
mass of arachnoid and blood clot which is Clark brown to black in color. Tne mid- temporal . 
region in depressed and its surface lacerated. Toe peduncles have boon lacerated, probably 
incident to tho removal of the contents from ths cranium. 



"Photographs 90, 91 and 52 show the superior aspect of tne Drain. The left ce- 
rebral hemisphere is covexed by a generally intact arachnoid with evidence of subarach- 
noid hemorrhage eapeciall y over the perietal and frontal gyri and in tha eulci, ?he right 
cerebral bond sphere in extensively lacerated. It is transected by a .bran_j_canal (*mph us .

Mow comos tha big aurprino, the telltale disclosure of a fact of capital im- 
portance which the military. physicians deliberately suppresnad both in their autopsy 
report and in thoir subsecuent raviow of their own findings after they tod for tho wire 
time viewed the photographs taken at tea autopay (this review.
